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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 3 5 U. S C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
4,634,027 to Kanarvogel. 

Kanarvogel shows a liquid dispensing apparatus as seen in Fig. 1, having a syringe 80 
with a nozzle 86 on one side and a plunger 162 engage in the syringe from the other end, a pipe 
162 connecting the syringe with a material tank 172 that is located higher than the syringe, see 
column 15, lines 7-9, and a controller 140. 
In reference to claim 2, 5 and 6: 

Kanarvogel shows a pressure-applying device 10 applying pressure to the liquid in all 
directions, a plunger 160 and a leak hole 96. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 3, 4, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
4,634,027 to Kanarvogel in view of US 5,570,815 to Ramsay. 

Kanarvogel shows all claimed features as discussed above except for valves and a filter 
arrange in the supply pipe. Ramsay shows a delivery system as seen in Fig. 1, valves 82 and 85 
and a filter 58 arrange in the supply pipe 50a and 50b. It would have been obvious to a person 
with ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the device of 
Kanarvogel to include pipe valves and filter as taught by Ramsay to control the flow of liquid 
and remove any impurities from the liquid material before is goes through the dispensing nozzle 
to help reduce maintenance.

Collins 
shows an expansion valve. Hansen et al. shows a reservoir adapter.
